The 
only qualification necessary, said 
Prear, is the ability to get the 
appointment. 
“They not only have the power 
to sentence an Indien to e 
months in prison—they are doing 
it now without any law, and I am 
prepered to bring evidence of that 
fact before you.” said Mr. Frear. 
“Very naturally they carry out the 
will of those who arnpoint them.” 

The judges, it was explained. 
jexzercise judiciai autho'ity over 
any indian offense outside the 
eight crimes that are retained by 
law in the Federal courts’ juris- 
diction. 

Mr. Frear read into the record 
the case of an Indian, 26 years of 
age, arrested at the Lac du Flam- 
beau ager.cy in Wisconsin on some 
sort of a misdemeanor charge. 

He was taken before the super- 
intendent of the reservation, who, 
it was charged. had with him an 
Indian judee who could not read 
or write English. The superin- 
tendent prepared and read the 
sentence, one of six months. The 
prisoner later was found in a cell 
in the agency fall, size S feet by 
eight feet, with a bunk and a 
clogged lavatory in the cell. The 
Indian had a ball and chain fas 
ened to his ankle, it was charged. 
Similar cases of sentence without 
appeal aad without due process of 
law were read into the record. 

In order to remove this form of 
abusing the Indians, Mr. Frear in- 
troduced a substitute bill granting 
the Indians court trials and the 
right of appeal.

So far from doing the vanishing 
uct these days, I believe that he 
is on the increase, at least in the 
West, 

Indeed, talking the other day to 
a couple of ambitious young fel- 
wwe who are writing an indian 
opera, avd who, unwilling to abide 
by mere nearsay, have been visit- 
ing the Indian in all his native 
jhaunts, I learn that the Indians 
'eondition is highly improved and 
that he is multiplying. 

“The Vanishing American” is en- 
tirely a brief for the Indian. Yet 
it is not lacking in psychological 
subtieties in its study vf him. 

For instance, when Richard Dix 
as the heredity Indian’ chief, at first 
patient under wrong, then inflamed 
jwith anger and rebellion against 
the whites who have wronged his 
people, go@s to the top of the 
mountain to say prayers of venge- 
ane to the old gods, there in- 
evitably occurs to him the newer, 
more logical thought he has 
learned from the white people. 

Educatiog has done its work. 
His hand is powerless. He cannot 
revert to the old order no mat- 
ter how much he wishes to. 

I don’t suppose that any 
picture could possibly do justice to 
the injustices that have 
practiced through the 
against the Indians. 

But “The Vanishing American” 
does a magnificent job. 

There are a score of angles on 
the Indian problems here, but the
